He gave us much, and his 
gifts will unfold for generations 
to come — and be opened and 
cheriihed by our children’# chil­ 
dren. 
One such gift Is toe reaffir­ 
mation in our time of a truth 
which our forefathers learned 
from Abraham Lincoln. It is toe 
truth that the greatest danger 
to our land may not lie abroad; 
but here in our loss of confi­ 
dence in one another, and here 
! in our loss of respect for laws 
which rest on that confidence 
and that understanding. 
The young Lincoln put it this 
way in 1838 address, in Spring­ 
field. Illinois; 
“At what point shall we ex- 
J pect the approach of danger? 
By what means shall we fortify 
against it? Shall we expect some 
transatlantic mighty giant, to 
step the ocean, and crush us 


at a blow? Never. 
“All the armies of Europe, 
miles, along with 
those 
who 
Asia and Africa combined, with 
all the treasure of the earth 
(our own excepted) in their mil­ 
itary chest, with a Bonaparte 
for a commander, could not by 
force take a drink frm the Ohio, 
or make a track cm the Blue 
Ridge, in a trail of a thousand 
years. 
“At what point then Is the ap­ 
proach of danger to be expect­ 
ed? The answer, if it ever 
reaches us, it must spring up 
amongst us. 
It cannot come 
from abroad. 
“If destruction be out lot. we 
must ourselves be it author 
and finisher. As a nation of free­ 
men, we must live through all 
time, or die by suicide.” 
What John Kennedy by word 
and by example, in life and in 
death, has done for us, is to 


remind us that Mr. Lincoln was 
speaking in 1838 to a very large 
audience; because it consisted 
of every generation of Ameri­ 
cans bom then and to be born 
thereafter. 
Those of us who knew him 
well knew that he was a man 
of special grace, In action, in 
writing, and in thought. He had 
a rare humor, which covered 
the dept of his find mine. Is it 
coincidence, or perhaps a sense 
of predestination, that the last 
stanza of his favorite p o e m 
read: 
“The woods are lovely, dark 
and deep. 
But I have promises to keep, 
And miles to 
go 
before

sleep.

Now he has traveled those 
miles, along with those who 
went to Valhalla at Pearl Har­ 
bor on that December 7th morn­ 
ing. They too traveled the miles. 
They too are now at sleep.

What is it we can pledge In 
dedication to the memory of 
these heroes? 
I believe I know. 
This morning we can dedi­ 
cate ourselves to what I believe

On each man. according to his 
place, light falls at a particular 
angle. To each, the view is dif­ 
ferent. Yet it is the same light. 
Out of this interplay of sight 
and light, of subject and object, 
comes the iridescence of Christ­ 
mas. 
In its original telling, as hand­ 
ed down to the modern world, 
it is four stories. None is alike. 
Yet it is a single story. It is die 
same substance, clothed in sun­ 
dry array; the 
same 
vision, 
from varied perspectives. 
That is the way truth comes 
to man. 
And that is the way it is told 
in the books of Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John, the oldest rec­ 
ords of the day of the Lord. 
Each of the narrators sees 
separate facts, yet one event. 
Each 
sees 
a 
special 
set of 
scenes, 
actions 
and 
circum­ 
stances, yet one meaning. Each 
sees parts of one whole; distin­ 
ctive portraits, yet one person 
— Jesus the Christ. 
The stories are called the Gos­ 
pels. but this plural designation 
is an anachronism. There is on­ 
ly one “ gospel,” which means 
the “ good news” from God. 
It came suddenly, but was un­ 
derstood slowly. 
That is characteristic of news, 
and of mankind’* assimilation of 
it* significance. 
That 
is 
the 
manner in which the first chron­ 
icles of Christmas were put on 
paper. 
They took form gradually, un­ 
der die reverberating impact of 
the occasion, 
as 
minds 
and 
hearts absorbed It. experienced 
it, and increasingly grasped its 
implications. 
In this way does history sharp­ 
en its gaze. Time Is required to 
bring the burst of fact into foc­ 
us. 
Yet. the primitive accounts of 
the coming of Christ were large­ 
ly compiled in its immediate 
aftermath. Thus each sees only 
parts of the totality. 
The material was assembled 
as collections of contemp»>rary 
reports and observations for a 
contemporary audience. 
They were the documentation 
of an affair that had staggered 
men's logic and thrilled their 
souls. 
Writing was limited and labo­ 
rious in those days. Most in­ 
formation 
and 
learning 
was 
passed on by word of mouth. 
from generation to generation 
and from community to com­ 
munity. 
At first, the advent of Jesus 
and His message were circulat­ 
ed in that fashion. 
As time went by. and roving 
evangelists spread the news of 
His sojourn on earth from coun­ 
try to country, It became appar- 
ent that the unwritten testimony 
should be recorded, lest it be 
forgotten or mistold 
Fanciful tales and exaggera­ 
tions had arisen, mingling with 
the authentic story. To guard 
against them and to assure a 
reliable account of what hap­ 
pened, the men who knew set 


about drawing up their sum­ 
maries. 
None of the existing manu- 
j scripts bears a date, and the 
precise time and place of com­ 
position cannot be definitely es­ 
tablished. However, early tradi- 
tion provide; many pointers. 
Journals of various church 
fathers of the first 150 years aft­ 
er Chirst, quoted by the ecclesi­ 
astical historian of the 3rd Cen­ 
try Eusebius, offer many de­ 
tail*. 


The clues suggest that addi­ 
tions and revisions occurred in 
some cases, before all the books 
reached their present finished 
form. 
The process may not have 


been completed until around the 
end of the first century. But the 
original documents, on which 
the final versions are based, 
clearly 
came 
much 
earlier, 
while Christ’s apostles 
s t i l l 
lived. 


Mark’s account generally is 
considered the oldest in its pres­ 
ent form, and apparently under­ 
went little editing after it first 
was 
composed 
in 
apostolic 
times. 
However, 
the 
ancient 
journals 
say 
Matthew 
wrote 
first. 
Assuming this is so, scholarly 
studies indicate that later rendi­ 
tions of his book, as 
it now 
stands, also incorporated mater­ 
ial from Mark, while retaining 
distinctive qualities of it# own. 
Luke also 
may 
have 
drawn 
from Mark. 
Nevertheless, the initial ver­ 


sions of the books, aside from 
any 
later 
reorganizations 
or 
combinations, are attributed in 
the earliest church records to 
the authors whose names they 
bear. 
Matthew and 
John 
w e r e 
among the 
12 
apostles, 
with 
first - hand information. 
Luke, a gentle 
phy s i ca I n 
drawn into the movement by the 
great missionary Paul, did wide- 
scale research and interviews 
to gather his report. 
Mark, a rich young scion of 
Jerusalem, was a young lad in 
Jesus’ time but got his material 
from the Apostle Peter. 
Their accounts differ in con­ 
tent and tenor. John's t e r se, 
weighty sentences 
and 
short 
sentences explore the mystery 
and grandeur of the event. He 
if more concerned wth mean­ 
ing than incident. 
Matthew, in orderly, method- 
i ical style, concentrates on ethi­ 
cal implications, recounting 21 
parables and the eloquent Ser­ 
mon on the Mount. Mark is • 
book of crisp, fast - moving ac­ 
tion. He pauses only tor four 
j parables, in th* hurtling tempo 
of deed* 
Neither he nor John refers to 
the genalogy of birth of Jesus, 
nor to the visiting Wise Men, 
the star, the manger, or the 
sehpherds, but plunge immedi­ 
ately into the consequences. It 
I is Luke who uncovers the most 
graphic scene of the nativity. 
The writers worked in a time 
of turmoil. Israel smouldered 
with fires of revolution. Preach­ 
ing about Christ was alternate­ 
ly outlawed or suspect as sed- 
1 ition. Fear of reprisal had si­ 
lenced many. 
In this atmosphere, those who 
were among the first to know 
th* gift of Christmas set about 
putting it into a form til at could 
be handed on to the generations 
up to now. and yet to come.

For gentle people live here, and 
the memory of Jesus is fresh 
and breathing.

On such a night of peace and 
serentiy, with the stars spark­ 
ling above like the spear points 
of a heavenly host, Aida Cana­ 
vati was delivered of her first 
born, Saliba. a son.

But this is not the worse ef­ 
fect of the minimum wage. When 
the wages of the lowest group 
of workers are raised, those in 
the next category who were re­ 
ceiving only a little more, will 
demand a similar raise. That 
moves them up to the level of 
workers with more skill who 
are more productive. This cate­ 
gory then demands and will get 
a raise. In this manner, raises 
go clear through the different 
categories of workers clear up 
to the most skilled and the most 
productive. 
In other words, the total wage 
bill of the nation will be forced 
upward. That means that pric­ 
es will have to follow In the spi­ 
ral. In the end, while workers 
are receiving more money, they 
will be paying more for the 
things they must buy. Inflation 
becomes Inevitable with a pro­ 
gressive loss of the purchasing 
power of the savings of the peo­ 
ple. This means hardships, the 
extent of which cannot be mea­ 
sured. It also means the weak­ 
ening of the economy of our 
country in comparison 
with 
those of other countries. In oth- 
j er words, we will have taken 
another long step toward pricing 
ourselves out of the market and 
I making it impossible for our 
‘manufacturers to com pet# with 
foreign firms. 
Wages should not absorb all 
the beneficial 
results 
flowing 
from increased industrial effic­ 
iency. A part of the gain should 
be made available to the con­ 
suming public through lo w e r 
prices. That is the most equit- 
I able means of distributing the 
; benefits to all the people. 
A part of the gain should go 
I to the 
savers 
whose 
capital 
| makes industry possible. If they 
J do not receive enough to encour­ 
age saving, we shall start down 
the road to decapitalization, de­ 
clining industrial efficiency due 
to inedequate equipment, and 
lower standards of living. 
When labor insists on squeez­ 
ing out the maximum that in­ 
dustry can pay, it slows the in­ 
stallation at newer and better 
equipment, retards output and 
deprives the entire populace of 
the benefits 
that would flow 
therefrom. It also starves re­ 
search programs 
that 
would 
lead to more efficient methods 
and newer and more useful pro­ 
ducts. 
Lastly, it may deprive the in­ 
ventor and the entrepreneur of 
adequate reward for their ef­ 
forts, stifle ingenuity, discour­ 
age risk capital, and so choke 
advance and improvement at 
its very source. 
Arbitrary interference with a 
free market in wages is a ser­ 
ious matter. If an employer has 
trouble in supplying his require­ 
ments for skilled labor, he Is pro­ 
bably not offering an adequate 
wage, but if labor is in excess 
supply, wage offers should not 
be increased but on the ether 
hand, a slight decline would 
probably lead to the absorbtion

WASHINGTON — Lack of co- 
operation between the FBI and 
the Secret Service, which may 
have contributed to the tragedy 
of Dallas, isn’t the only area 
where there is investigative fric­ 
tion. 
On J. Edgar Hoover’s desk 
recently has been a study of 
overlapping jurisdiction between 
the FBI and the criminal in­ 
vestigation 
division 
of

army, with Hoover wanting to 
take over all of CID’s work in 
the Continental United States. 
The Defense Department has 
opposed this, argues that the 
military are better able to po­ 
lice and investigate their own 
security problems. It also sug­ 
gests that the FBI might be 
getting too big without adding 
more duties. 
Hie 
FBI-CID 
Jurisdictional 
conflict came up as a result of 
the suicide of Sgt. Jack Dunlap,

Zandt of Pennsylvania, who is 
one of the top Congressional ex­ 
perts on the transportation sit- 
ution and transportation prob­ 
lems. He also said that IO years 
of preoccupation with multilane

le m s is now revealed as the 
wrong approach.” 
The ffects of the railroad de­ 
pression are not, of course,con­ 
fined to the metropolitan areas. 
TTiey are of direct concern, one 
way or another, to every com­ 
munity in the country. Railroads 
are, as they long have been, the 
very backbone of our trans­ 
continental transportation com­ 
plex regardless of other car­ 
riers, desirable and necessary 
as they have become. 
What is the solution to the 
railroad problem in particular— 
and to the transportation prob­ 
lem in general? Mr. Vin Zandt 
spoke for virtually all experts 
on the subject when he said that 
rate-making freedom should be 
extended and not curtailed, and 
that railroads should not be de­ 
nied the right to adjust their 
prices merely to protect other 
forms 
of transport.

words, “ Each transportation ag­ 
ency should be free to trailer 
services to fit the needs of cus­ 
tomers. But under government 
regulation today. . . basic prin­ 
ciples of sound regulatory pol­ 
icy are completely ignored. The 
result has been to encourage 
the inefficient in ^asportation 
at the expense of the efficient.” 
Mr. Van Zandt made another 
significant point. After observ­ 
ing that we have spent $1,364, 
000.000 in foreign aid to railroad 
projects abroad, he said: “ Sure­ 
ly it is reasonable to expect our 
government to give as much 
attention to insuring adequate 
railroad service at home si it 
has to providing for railroad 
needs in other countries.”
